I am in receipt of an Action dated 09/26/06 regarding the 
identified Application. 

The Examiner has Allowed Claims 1-4 and 12, but rejected 
Claims 5-11 and 13-15 based on Sections 103 and 102 in view of a 
Patent to Jellison Jr. et al. No. 5,956,147. 

In response, Applicant accepts Allowance of Claims 1-4 and 
12 and in this Application abandons Claims 5-11 and 13-15. Said 
Canceled Claims will again be presented in a CIP. This response 
is not an admission that Claims 5-11 and 13-15 are not 
Patentable. In fact, it is strongly forwarded that said Claims 
are Patentable as the present Application has priority over 
Jellison 147 via a Chain of Priority, and further, Jellison does 
not describe a rotating or rotatable compensator system, but 
rather a modulation element system which is very different. 
This will be focused on in a forthcoming Application.
